1. Paragreph 302 (a) should provide ror 4 Deputy Lirector of 
Central Intellizence to be appointed from civilian or ailitary lifs 
by the President by ana with tbs advice and consent of the Senats. 
The Deputy Director should receive compensation..at the rate of 
$14,000.00 per ennum. It is felt desirable ta, inoluce tois in tie 
legislation in ordar to provica contineity-of action in the absence ci 
the Direstor or should there pe a vacancy in that office. The Deputy 
Director should be a man of such caliber end stature as adequately 
to serve 45 oo operating deputy to the Director. 


ae tt is felt that tne ohrase "subject to existing law*® sacw. 
be eliminated from varazraph 30 (b) of the proposed draft as it 
uppears to adi nothing to the meaning of the section. This is ,arti-- 
cularly true as many of the functions and authorities of unis aj;.eney 
area excepted from existinz law. In this connection we have thea con 
currence of the Personal Representative of tae President on the 
National Intelligence Authority. It Ls therefore felt prefersb.e thet 
section 302 (b) read as follows: 


"Under the direction of the National Security Coumell, 
the Central Intelligence Agency shall gerform forelm 
intellizence functions relatiny to the national seeurity*. 


Zz. It is again urged that a paragraph subatantislly sa tellers 
ghovld be included in the proposed bills 


"The Director of Central Intelligence shall. serve ss ohne 
Aavyigor to the Council on all matters pertainines to 
notional intellizence nd in this capacity oe mey atiand 
meetings of tia Council ab ite diseretion but shall iake 
no part in the decisions tiereot." 
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
